Position reports from the dirigible j 
w ere m eager, as radio com m unication 
w as spasm odic, but the Zeppelin was 
expected to be in constant touch as 
she neared the A m erican coast. 
At the tim e of th e Scythia’s report 
th e G raf Zeppelin had travelled 
ap­ 
proxim ately 2,700 m iles from 
F ried­ 
richshafen, in 54 M* hours, or an aver­ 
age speed of a little b etter th a n 49 
m iles per hour. 
It is probable th a t the Zeppelin will 
ta k e the route via B erm uda to L ake­ 
h urst, w hich would m ake the travel­ 
ing distance from her 4 A. M. posi 
lion nearly 3,000 miles. 
Unless her 
speed increases, it would tak e 60 hours 
to get to L akehurst, m aking the tim e 
of her arrival about 4 P. M. M onday 
If the Zeppelin 
strikes 
north 
B erm uda, however, her m ileage will 
be cut down considerably and her ar 
rival consequently earlier, possibly on 
M onday m orning or Sunday night. 
T he m ileage by the B erm uda route 
and the course taken by the Zeppelin 
so far is approxim ately 5,700 m iles as 
follows: 
F riedrichshafen to Cadiz, 1,315 miles 
Cadiz to Fayal, 1,200 miles. 
F ayal to B erm uda, 2,056 miles. 
B erm uda to Norfolk, 821 miles. 
N orfolk to L akehurst, 300 miles. 
Total, 5,691 miles. 
On her trip in Octoer, 1928, w hen 
storm s forced her out of her course 
the Zeppelin traversed approxim ately 
6.300 miles and took 111 
hours,

The armed forces of the two giaut 
republics of the far east—Russia and 
China -continued to face each other 
today, ready for action, in spite of 
persistent reports from the interior of 
negotiations for a peaceful settlem ent 
of their dispute.

RADIO PROGRAMS 


T here are many angles to the matter of selecting a site for 
proposed new state office building, and it is only a matter of 
itice and fair dealing to hear several sides. 
In a recent letter made public by R. W. Hitchcock, Hibbing 
Chairman of the State Building Commission, he states why the 
commission picked the University Avenue site. He claims that 
erecting the building on University Avenue will neither detract 
from the setting of the Capitol nor interfere with the idea of a 
mall from in front of the Capitol. We publish his letter in full: 
“The location of the new state office building has been under 
discussion by members of the commission for some weeks,” stated 
Representative R. W. Hitchcock of Hibbing, chairman of the com­ 
mission, this morning. “It was apparent a month ago that a ma 
jority of the members of the commission inclined toward the Uni­ 
versity Avenue site. 
However, every opportunity was afforded 
St. Paul interests at several meetings to present their case for 
the Wabasha Street site. The matter was informally discussed at 
these meetings and the opinion of various members of the com­ 
mission was frankly expressed. I am confident that the St. Paul 
gentlemen present knew quite accurately the attitude of each 
member of the commission. The location of the building, which 
is urgent, has already been delayed for a month in order to care- 
cully consider every phase of the case. While I have no express 
authority to speak for the commission, I am confident tht the fol­ 
lowing reasons for the choice of the University Avenue site re­ 
flect the opinion of a majority of the members of the commission. 
1. 
The erection of an office building on the Wabasha street 
site would defeat the very ends sought to be gained by the so­ 
called “Cass Gilbert Plan” for the Capitol ensemble. 
Minnesota 
has the most beautiful State Capitol building in America. 
Its 
setting is a fine one. The erection of an office building, a strictly 
utility structure, in front of the Capitol would be incongruous anc 
the effect would be disappointing to the people of St. Paul and of 
the State. The idea of a mall in front of the Capitol is an appeal­ 
ing one and it is to be hoped that it will some day be carried out 
When that time comes, it will be necessary to erect a building that 
will harmonize with and balance the State Historical Building. A 
building of the character of the state office building could not be 
made to properly balance the Historical Building, and this is par­ 
ticularly true when we consider the shape of the block of land 
upon which it must be erected. The Wabasha block is narrow 
only 235 feet wide—and if the proposed widening of Park Avenue 
is carried out, it will be some 20 to 40 feet narrower still. An of 
flee building on this site must necessarily be a long building and 
proper expansion in the future could probably be achieved only by 
making it still longer. 
Picture to yourself a building over 300 
feet long, possibly 400 feet long, as a balance to the Historical 
Building. 
Such a building would inevitably have a lean and 
hungry look, and its great frontage might even cause it to over­ 
shadow the Capitol itself. 
2.» The erection of the office building on University will 
neither detract from the setting of the Capitol nor interfere with 
the idea of a mall in front of the Capitol. The office building on 
University will not project above the Capitol nor otherwise mar 
the Capitol sky line. It will be faced with stone and while it will 
be plain, it will be entirely in keeping with the appearance of the 
Capitol. 
A building for the Supreme Court and the Supreme 
Court library will some day be necessary. Such a building could 
be erected on the Wabasha Street site to perfectly balance the His­ 
torical Building and carry out the idea of a mall. 
3. 
The purpose of the state office building is to provide 
space in which the business of the state may be carried on con­ 
veniently and efficiently. The University Avenue site lends itself 
to these ends better than the Wabasha Street site. It is more ac­ 
cessible from the Capitol. Tunnel conditions are such that for the 
site selected the tunnel will be short and level, will be easily 
reached and will be much used, while for the Wabasha Street site 
the tunnel will be long and steep, difficult of access and will be 
little used except for trucking. 
Street car noises will be at a 
minimum at the University Avenue site, at a maximum at the 
Wabasha Street site, yet the distance from the street car stop to 
the office building entrance on University will not be much fur­ 
ther than the distance from the street car stop to the Capitol en­ 
trance. Parking is now a problem at the Capitol. With all de­ 
partments of state concentrated there, the parking problem will 
be much more acute. One block from the University Avenue site 
the state owns a vacant block, suitable for parking, thus com­ 
pletely solving the parking problem if the office building is located 
on University. These considerations are not decisive, but tfyey 
are important. 
4. 
The commission has no authority and no right to locate 
the office building on a site which would inevitably force addi­ 
tional expenditures upon the State that are not specifically auth­ 
orized in the office building act. 
5. 
The Legislature did not appropriate money enough to 
erect an office building on the Wabasha Street site. To build there 
would require more money for land, more money for stone facing 
and more money for various other construction costs. It is im- 
pssible to say exactly how much more, but the additional cost 
would certainly be between $100,000 and $200,000 immediately, 
and it might possibly and eventually reach $500,000. A survey 
of the needs of the departments shows that an office building of 
approximately 2,800,000 cubic feet is necessary. 
The cost of 
such a building would certainly be from 50 to 60 cents per cubic 
foot, or a minimum of $1,400,000. Stone facing will cost $100,000 
more, while the cheapest site available together with other minor 
costs will amount to another $100,000. 
These items foot up to 
$1,600,000, or $100,000 more than the amount authorized by the 
Legislature. This is for the University Avenue site. A building 
on the WTabasha Street site will unquestionably cost a good deal 
more. It is evident that the commission must exercise the utmost 
economy in order to erect the office building within the amount 
authorized.’’

TAKES OFFICIAL RECOGNITION 
OF PRESENT WHEAT STOR­ 
AGE STATUS 


WARNS WHEAT DEALERS NOT 
TO CROWD WHEAT TOO FAST 
ON MARKET 
Washington, Aug. 3.—(U.P)—The fed­ 
eral farm board took official recogni­ 
tion today of the present wheat stor­ 
age situation, warning wheat dealers 
that it “seems unfortunate to crowd 
wheat onto the market faster than 
existing facilities can handle it.” 
The board said in a statement is­ 
sued by Chairman Alexander 
Legge 
that such 
a 
condition resulted 
in 
“cash prices which are much lower 
than contract prices for future deliv­ 
ery.” 
"The federal farm board is being 
besieged by telephone calls, telegrams, 
and letters regarding overcrowded ter­ 
minals and transportation 
facilities 
for the handling of wheat,” the state 
ment said. “This excessive crowding 
of wheat on to the market has created 
a far wider spread between cash wheat 
prices and prices of wheat sold for 
future deliveries than usually exists 
“The board has made no statement 
or forecast whatsoever containing 
proper price for wheat for this mar 
ket year nor does it propose to do so 
but under conditions which exist this 
season when all reports agree on 
substantial reduction in world supply 
as compared with last year it seems 
unfortunate to crowd wheat onto the 
market faster than existing facilities 
can handle it, resulting in cash prices 
which are much lower than contract 
prices for future delivery.”

Some Important points to observe in 
the making and feeding of silage are 
discussed by live stock specialists of 
the United States Department of Ag­ 
riculture in a revised edition of Farm­ 
ers’ Bulletin No. 578-F, “The Making 
and Feeding of Silage,” which is now 
ready for distribution to interested 
persons. 
“Silage,” the authors of the bulletin 
say, “is the best and cheapest form in 
which to store succulent feed. 
Many 
forage crops can be made into silage; 
but corn, where it can be grown suc­ 
cessfully, makes tile best silage. 
“Silage is suited for feeding to all 
live stock. 
Dairy cows, not on good 
pasture, need it perhaps more than 
other classes of animals, because the 
succulence it supplies is helpful in the 
production 
of 
large 
quantities 
of 
milk. It is a cheap and economical 
feed for beef cattle, from breeding 
cow to fattening steer. 
Sheep like It 
and It is well suited to their needs. 
Even hors 
and mules may be fed 
limited quantities of good silage with 
good results.” 
A method of making silage, known 
as the Itonning method, has come In­ 
to use in the last few years and is 
considered the easiest known method 
of making silage. 
The standing corn 
is harvested 
and 
cut into proper 
lengths for the silo by a machine 
drawn and operated by a tractor. 
The cut corn is delivered to a wagon 
box 
drawn 
alongside. 
It 
is 
then 
hauled to the silo and pushed off into 
a blower which elevates it into the 
silo. When a pit silo is used the work 
of filling is still less. 
Making silage 
by the Ronning method requires ap­ 
proximately tile same size crew as 
when a harvester and bundle elevator 
is used, but the advantage lies in sav­ 
ing the labor of handling the heavy 
bundles.

Practical Methods of 
Destroying Hog Mange 


(By J. W. Lumb, Exte nsi on Veterinari­ 
an, Kansas State Agricultural College.) 
Crude petroleum will 
turn 
itself 
Irrto'-JT-monqy maker when used as a 
destroyer of mange *ef swine. 
Tile three moat practical methods 
of destroying mange are hand appli­ 
cations, spraying and dipping: 
Hand applications may be satisfac­ 
torily provided if only a few hogs are 
treated. 
Tile hogs are confined and 
applications made with a brush or 
cloth. 
Petroleum should be rubbed 
over the entire hog, Including Inside 
the ears. 
Spraying, if carefully carried out', 
will destroy mange. 
Tile hogs should 
be confined in a small pen, bedded 
with clean straw. 
A spray pump or 
sprinkling can may be used. 
The 
hogs’ ears should be lifted so that 
spray material will coat the lower 
side. 
They should be left In the pen 
for an hour to become well saturated 
by contact. 
Dipping Is the most effective way of 
applying material to hogs for con­ 
trolling mange. 
Concrete or galvan­ 
ized iron dipping vats are more or 
less permanent and not prohibitive in 
expense for the large hog raisers. 
Swine should be dipped at least 
twice, 12 to 14 days apart, and old 
beds burned. The house and sleeping 
quarters should be thoroughly cleaned 
and disinfected. 


Use of Self-Feeders 
Is Most Satisfactory 
The use of self-feoders is the most 
satisfactory system oL growing hogs 
we have found. With hand feeding so 
many times in the busy season, and 
that lasts all summer on most farms, 
a little neglect In chores checks up 
the desired growth. Living in a good, 
clean, legume pasture with self-feed­ 
ers for corn and protein feeds and an 
opportunity to get at some minerals, 
the pigs are at fault if they do not 
make good. 
Last year corn was so 
scarce in our neighborhood that we 
ran the pigs through with a little 
less than they would have liked. The 
pigs were slowed up by it, too, but' 
with an all-winter rise in the hog 
market the financial returns were not 
so disappointing. 
Belated pigs do not 
always meet that kind of n market 
reception. 
The 
general 
trend 
has 
always been the other way. 


Pigs Over Summer 
Spring pigs that are not to be fat­ 
tened for the early fall market may 
be carried through the summer on 
good pasture and a limited amount of 
grain. 
The pigs should receive enough 
grain to provide for normal growth, 
since they cannot develop on pasture 
alone. 
Pigs handled during the sum­ 
mer in this way will be In good shape 
to follow steers in the feed lot this 
fall and winter, or they may he fat­ 
tened for market, as soon as the new 
cern crop la read/.
